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FOREWORD 

AGRICULTURE,  although  Pennsylvania  is  recognized  as  a  great  industrial 
state,  represents  a  larger  capital  investment  than  mining  or  the  manu- 
facture of  primary  metals.  The  total  earnings  in  cash  income  from  Penn- 
sylvania farms  was  $260,979,000  in  1938.  Pennsylvania  has  191,284  farms  valued 
at  $861,706,599  according  to  the  latest  Federal  census.  The  livestock,  including 
poultry,  on  the  farms  January  1,  1939,  was  valued  at  $161,995,000.  The  imple- 
ments and  machinery  owned  by  Pennsylvania  farmers  are  worth  upwards  of 
.$15f>,000,000.  Summing  up  brings  the  total  investment  in  farms,  livestock,  and 
equipment  to  $1,173,701,593. 


PENNSYLVANIA  HAS  REPLETE  1938  HARVEST 

COMBINED  production  of  corn,  small  grains  and  potatoes  in  Pennsylvania 
this  year  is  eleven  percent  above  the  ten-year  average  and  only  two  per- 
cent under  the  excellent  crops  of  last  year.  Aided  by  the  splendid  fall 
weather  farmers  harvested  crops  yielding  greatly  above  the  ten-year  average, 
with  the  exception  of  potatoes,  rye,  buckwheat  and  fruit.  Production  of  pota- 
toes and  buckwheat  was  below  normal  because  of  disease  and  unfavorable 
weather  during  critical  periods.  Fruit  production,  due  to  the  damaging  spring 
frosts  and  subsequent  wet  weather,  is  under  the  ten-year  average.  Rye  produc- 
tion is  down  because  reduced  plantings  last  fall  are  reflected  in  a  lower  acreage 
harvested  although  the  yield  this  year  was  high. 

Prices  Versus  Purchasing  Power 

Farm  prices  generally  have  been  lower  than  last  year  causing  farm  values 
of  crops  to  be  down  this  year,  despite  the  larger  production  of  some  crops.  In 
Pennsylvania  prices  paid  to  farmers  for  agricultural  products  have  declined 
more  than  prices  on  products  farmers  buy.  The  index  of  farmers'  purchasing 
power  for  this  year,  as  a  result,  averages  about  ten  percent  less  than  1937  for 
the  State  but  substantially  above  the  United  States  index  of  farmers'  purchas- 
ing power. 


Although  dry  weather  in   some  sections   reduced  earlier 
CORN  expectations  for  corn,  yields  this  year  are  generally  very  gcci 

and  for  the  State  as  a  whole,  well  above  average.   Supplies  of  corn  are  large. 


WTMTFR  Reduced  acreages  of  wheat  and  rye  have  been  in  part  offset 

ATMQ  yields  obtained  this  year.    The  winter  of  1937-38 

GRAINS  vi^as  favorable  and  very  little  of  the  crops  winter-killed.  Winter 
wheat  production  is  the  third  largest  crop  in  15  years,  being  surpassed  by  the 
slightly  larger  crop  of  1926  and  the  record  crop  of  last  year. 


OTHER  Production  of  barley  this  year  is  the  highest  on  record,  this 

year's  yield  bettering  the  previous  high  record  established  last 
GRAINS  year.  Excellent  production  of  oats  was  obtained  although  in 
the  southeastern  section  of  the  State  severe  deterioration  in  quality  was  caused 
by  the  prolonged  wet  weather  at  harvest  time.  Buckwheat  suffered  from  hot 
dry  weather,  blight  and  rather  extensive  losses  from  deer. 


„   „  Potato  yields  this  year  vary  widely  throughout  the  State. 

iOlAlOhS  Lack  of  moisture,  and  blight  have  made  this  year's  crop  dis- 
appointing to  many  growers.  Some  fields  were  not  dug  and  much  of  the  crop 
was  of  small  size  and  low  grade.  Production  this  year  will  be  the  second 
lowest  in  the  past  ten  years  and  the  lowest  since  1930. 


Production  of  tobacco  this  year  is  above  last  year's  harvest 
I  OBAGGO  but  still  somewhat  below  average  because  of  the  smaller  acre- 
age.   Yields  are  high  and  quality  and  color  good. 

HAY  AND  excellent  hay  crop  was  made  this  year.    Quality  was  re- 

p     „  duced  in  the  southeastern  section  of  the  State  where  rainy 

rASlURh  weather  retarded  curing  and  cutting.  Supplies  of  hay  will  be 
ample  for  livestock  this  winter.  Pastures  are  benefitting  from  the  mild 
weather  prevailing  through  fall  and  early  winter  and  from  the  gradual  recov- 
ery in  soil  moisture  in  the  dry  areas. 
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Peaches  and  pears  are  the  only  fruit  crops  yielding  a  produc- 
FRUITS  tion  above  average.   Spring  frosts  reduced  fruit  crop  prospects 

drastically  and  some  localities  suffered  from  storm  and  hail  damage.  Excess 
moisture  encouraged  the  development  of  rot  and  parasites  in  some  orchards. 
The  apple  crop"  was  earlier  than  usual  and  of  good  quality  but  production  was 
slightly  below  average  and  a  little  over  half  of  last  year's  crop.  Grapes  were 
damaged  by  berry  moths  and  cracking  due  to  excess  moisture.  Fruit  prices 
have  been  rather  satisfactory  and  have  averaged  above  a  year  ago. 

FARM  LIVESTOCK  INVENTORY,  JANUARY  1,  1939 

I OTAL  farm  inventory  value  of  the  five  species  of  livestock  January  1, 
1939,  on  Pennsylvania  farms,  estimated  to  be  $143,837,000,  is  three  per- 
cent less  than  the  same  date  a  year  ago. 

<;WTKFF  Total  farm  inventory  numbers  of  the  five  species  combined 

bWlINt  remained  nearly  constant  between  the  two  first-of-the-year 

AND  SHEEP 

inventory  dates.  The  decline  in  farm  value  of  all  livestock  is, 
therefore,  due  almost  entirely  to  the  lower  prices  of  livestock  compared  with 
a  year  ago  and  the  consequent  reduction  in  inventory  values  per  head.  Swine 
is  the  only  species  for  which  the  decline  in  farm  value  has  been  offset  by  any 
appreciable  increase  in  numbers  on  farms  and,  compared  with  other  species,  it 
had  the  least  decline  in  farm  value.  Sheep  and  lambs  have  declined  the  most 
in  farm  value  principally  because  price  reductions  have  been  relatively  greater 
for  this  species.  Except  for  the  increase  in  number  of  swine  on  farms  and  the 
decrease  in  sheep  and  lambs,  no  radical  changes  in  livestock  numbers  are  indi- 
cated by  the  January  1  inventory  this  year  compared  with  1938. 

Farm  value  of  horses  and  mules  have  declined  about  3  per- 
HORSES  cent.  The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Agriculture  reports  447  stallions  registered  during  1938  which 
compares  with  405  in  1937  and  384  in  1936.  No  material  change  in  numbers  of 
young  horses  and  colts  is  apparent,  suggesting  that  the  supply  of  .replacement 
stock  in  the  State  is  not  keeping  abreast  with  the  decline  in  number  of  work 
animals. 


While  the  total  number  of  all  cattle  in  Pennsylvania  remains 
CATTLE  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  there  are  contrasting  changes  in  the 
numbers  of  beef  and  dairy  cattle.  Beef  cattle  numbers  have  decreased  from 
a  year  ago  but  dairy  cattle  numbers  have  increased.  The  shift  in  numbers  is 
not  large  but  significant  for  it  represents  the  first  change  in  numbers  of  milk 
cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and  over  for  the  State  since  1936.  The  increase  in 
dairy  cows  agrees  with  the  expectations  of  those  who  believe  that  milk  cow 
numbers  will  trend  upward  for  the  next  few  years.  Sizable  increases  in  num- 
bers of  yearling  heifers  and  heifer  calves  kept  for  milk  are  shown. 

The  number  of  cattle  reacting  to  the  T.  B.  test  for  the  year 
TESTS  approximated  4,000  and  to  Bang's  disease  tests,  19,000. 


Abundant  feed  supplies  with  favorable  price  relationships 
HOGS  have  encouraged  the  increase  in  hog  numbers  indicated  by 

the  January  inventory  estimates.  Farmers  reported  the  largest  number  of 
hogs  on  farms  the  first  of  the  year  since  January  1,  1933. 

CTJT7FP  AND  Sheep  and  lambs  declined  in  numbers  for  the  second  con- 
M-lr-r-r  AiNU  ggp^^ive  year.  Lower  prices  combined  with  the  decline  in 
LAMBS  numbers  accentuated  the  fall  in  farm  value  which  was  sharp- 

est for  this  species. 

\AU  K"  PRO  '^^^  increase  in  milk  production  in  1938,  compared  with 
MlLiv  rKU-  ^Q^rj  jg  to  the  increase  in  number  of  milk  cows  and  heifers 
DUCTION  of  milking  age  and  to  the  higher  milk  production  per  cow. 
Above  average  supplies  of  feed  and  favorable  feeding  conditions  have  promoted 
higher  levels  of  milk  production  per  cow. 

Total  number  of  chickens  on  farms  in  the  January  1,  1939 
CHICKENS  inventory  is  an  increase  of  about  6  percent  over  a  year  ago. 
This  is  slightly  less  than  the  increase  for  the  entire  United  States.  However, 
the  State  continues  to  rank  sixth  in  number  of  chickens  on  farms.
